Clarencs Carman and George Wiley
pedaled thelr way to a ¥ictory In the
100-mils motor-paced team race at the
Point Breess track last night “befora an-
other capacity crowd, nagotiating the dis-
tance In 3 hours 3 minutes and 32 2-5 mec-
onda. Carman and Wiley represented the
American team, and after the fAret ten
miles never wers headed, and, riding awnay
without acoldent, led Didier and Walthour,
representing the French-American contin-
gent by elght laps, Madimna and Colum-
batto, the Itallan team, fAnished Imst, Ave
milen in the rear of Carman and Wiler.

Getting pway to a good start, Didisr and
Waltheur took the lead, and, esach taking
his turn, were well nhead of the other two
At the Ave-mils turn, Carman and Wiley,
altarnating frequently, went after the pace-
pettern and at the ten-mile mark wera right
on thalr hesla. Thean tha American team
bagan to ahow form. First Carman spurted,
and thse champlon sat such = disny pace
untll he was fatigued that he virtually
ware down the leaders: then Wilay took
his turn and, golng well behind some fine
pacing. wrested the lead from thes Franco-
Amarican combination a fow laps after the
ten-mile mark had been pansed

Americans Never Headed

From this point on Carman and Wilay
rode a caraful and heady rmcoe, readily meet-
ing and offsetting nny challenges of the
trallers. At the thirty-five-mlile post the
speadara wers setting n scorching pace.
Carman and Wiley had the lead by a coupls
of laps, but the ridery became bunched, and
for ten miles they speeded around and
around, at times averaging a mile in sixty
seconds.

Didter and Walthour lost what chance
they had early In the race. After setting
the pace for ten miles, tire trouble and
several accidents sat them back filve lapa,
and before they could recover the Carman-
Wiley combination had shot by and into the
lead. Columbatto and Madonna never wers
dangerous.

From the sixtiath to the ninstisth mils
the thres went along at a steady pace, first
one, then another, of the trallers shooting
by in the hopes of cutting down a lap, but
the other two always wers careful to spurt
at the same time, and it was Imposaible to
muka any gain,

They continued
to drop lap by lap right up until the finish,
Evoery attempt they made to reduce the
lend was smothered befores it hardly was
under way, and whila not discouraged they
were not overaealous to keep it up.

Jimmy Hunter acted as pacemaker for
Carman and Stein guided Wilsy., With this
expariencad patr of pacemakers the task
of Carman and Wiley was groatly lessenesd,
and they seldom lost their pace long enough
to threaton or endanger their lead,
